I doubt very much if there is any such 
thing as the “insane temperament.’ 
This is an orga:ife constitution character 
ized by certain mental and physical qual 
ities which is uniformly with in 
those who are predisposed to insanity.

At least no su h teniperament is recog 
nized by phy gists or alienists of the 
present day, Systematic writers gener 
ally admit tenee of four distinct 
temperatures: the sanguine, the lym

Every physi 
uch to do with the treat- 
persons has witnessed in- 
stances of mental derangement not only 
in individuals of each one of these tem- 
peraments, but in all their possible com 
binations. Indeed, it is rare to find a 
person in whom any one of the tempera- 
ments mentioned exists in its pure and 
simple form, thie of mixed tempera- 
ments being greatly in the majority.

is the only temperament that can be ac- 
quired by mode of life.

well, therefore, to point out some of its 
chief characteristics, 
The manifestations of nervous ener 


are markedly prominent, and give pecu 
liar impress to the whole body and mind. 
The countenance is usually pale and the 


features thin and sharp; the pulse is 
quick, small end frequent, though not 
weak; the respiration active; the chest 


and muscular system are generally not 
largely developed; the skin is dry and 
rough and the digestive fimetions are 


performed irregularly, In consequence 
of the comparative weakness of the 
muscles, pers of this temperament 
easily become fatigued; though, owing to 
the activity of the nervous system, they 
quickly rally 

Prompt to form: opinions and to arrive 
at conclusions, the subjects of the nerv- 
ous temperament are not remarkable for 
stability of puryp. Their intellectual 
operations are vapid and brilliant, but at 


the same time not often persistent. Va- 
riety is consti ntly sought for, and the 
mental efforts, like the physical, are, as 
it were, spasmodic, full of energy while 


they last, but soon yielding to others. 
Women were formerly much more fre- 
quently the sul jeets of this temperament 
than men, but owing to the constant ef- 
fort to get rich manifested by the male 
sex in recent times, and the consequent 
extreme development of the emotional 
system and of certain faculties of the in- 


tellect, it is now far more common with 
men. Indeed, [ am not sure but that 
in civilized communities, especially in the 
large cities of the United States, it has 
not become the predominating tempera- 
ment. The man who day after day is 
kept upon a mental rack by that most 
harassing of ail the emotions—anxiety 
—will inevitably undergo sueh psychical 
and bodily chatges as will change him 
from any other original temperament to 


the one under notice. Of all the tem- 
peraments, it is particularly easy to be ac- 
quired, It is tlhe outeome of civilization 
and refinement, and probably but for 
these agencies would never have arisen. 
Among nations it almost 
unknown, ages never exhibit it;

Persons of the nervous temperament 
are very subject to diseases which exist 
only in their imagination or which, be- 
ing slight, are x rated by the con- 
stant habit of introspection in which they 
indulge. ‘T! ire thus very frequently 
rendered seri lv ill by the morbid at- 
tention they give to symptoms which are 
often by no ni + abnormal 

But although the existence of the ner- 
vous temperament in a person predis 
poses him her more than does any 
other temper nt to mental aberration, 
it is not to! pposed that it possesses 
this power ¢ exclusion of the other 
temperament The sanguine, the lym 
phatic and the choleric are by no means 
devoid of iniluence in this direction. In- 
deed, the latter is not far behind the 
nervous asa predominant \‘emperament 
in insane per 5 

There is, therefore, no temperament 
which can par excellence be regarded as 
the insane temperament. Pereons of all 
temperamental! types are liable to insan 
ity. Individual peculiarity is a factor 
not to be disregarded. Some people 
would never become insane, no matter 
what misfortuies might visit them or 
what mental socks they might suffer, 
while others night lose their minds upon 
the supervention of the slightest possible

AUBREY'S GREAT RIDE. | 


Nemarkable Jonrney on Horseback Across | 
the Western Plains. 
| Among the deeds of early life in the | 
west the famous ride of F. X. Aubrey | 
| from the plaza of Santa Fe to the public 
jyuare of Independence, Mo., as a physi- | 
“al achievement stands without an equal 
Indeed it is doubtful if the history of the 
| world can present a parallel to that great 
| ride of 800 miles, through a country 
overrun with hostile Indians, a large | 
part of the distance being through sandy 
ileserts and leading across rivers, mount- 
iins and prairies, with only the sky for | 
a covering and the earth as a resting 
place. 

An old resident of this city, who used 
to know Aubrey very well, in conversa 
| tion recently said: 

“When I first met Aubrey, about 1848, 
he was a young man of 85, the perfect 
picture of health and strength. Short, 
rather heavy set, weighing about 160 
pounds, he had an honest, open counten- | 
ince, and was one of the rising men of | 
the plains. He was o French Canadian, 
came to St. Louis in 1840, and very soon | 
ifterward engaged in business as a Santa 
Fe trader, making trips to Santa Fe from 
Independence, Mo., and spending the 
larger part of his time in the saddle. He 
was a noted horseman, and spared neither | 
man nor beast when ona journey. Every 
thing he did was done with a rush, 

“Aubrey made two rides alone from 
Santa Fe toIndependence, The first was | 
| on a wager of $1,000 that he could cover 
| the distance ineight days. He succeeded 
in reaching his destination three hours 
before the expiration of the time. He 
killed several horses in the ride, and it is 
| said that the death of one horse on the 
way obli; him to walk twenty-five 
otiles to Council Grove, carrying his sad 
dle on his back, before he found another, | 
| He was the lion of the day at St. Louis | 
and Independence after that ride. There | 
were many powerful men and many good 
riders in those times, but not one of them 
dared toattempt to beat Aubrey's record, 
ile determined to beat it himself, and on 
'a second wager he left Santa Fe in 1851 
and gave the severest test of bumanen- | 
durance I have ever known. 

“T was on my way to Santa Fe (it was 
| thirty-seven years ago) with a train of | 
twenty-five wagons filled with merchan- | 
lise, and nothing of his design

Tindoos That Mend the Nowes of Thelr

A correspondent of the Allahabad Pio- 

neer gives an account of the Kangairas, 

i people who bave long enjoyed a repu 


tation as nosemakers. They live chiefly 
in Kangra, a small hill canton in the 
Punjaub. Altogether there are fourteen 


remaining, out of which only 
two individuals are practical nosemakers 


Their reputation still remains. People 
| cone to them from the remotest parts of 
| the Punjaub, and even Afghanistan, 
actuated by the sole desire of having 


their facial promontory repaired or re 
newed. The Kangra nosemakers con 
sider their art as one specially granted to 
them by the great Bajreshivu Devi of 
the place. They therefore perform the 
operation in strict serecy, The writer 
Bays:

On asking the composition of this 
lotion, the only answer vouchsafed was a 
grave shake of the head, The next step 
is to cut a piece of leather to the shape 
and size of the required nose, This being 
done, it is placed on the forehead and 
used to mark out the lines of incision. 
Chen they beat the forehead with an old 


slipper until the part marked out be- 
vomes swollen and prominent. Zinc 
tubes, with a plate between them to 


serve the purpose of septum nasi, are 
then lodged in the nostrils. The next 
proceeding is to diss a flap of the 
swollen flesh with a razor, leaving the 
lower part attached to the foreliead. Ln 
doing this they take a vein with a flap, 
the pame and position of which is a pro 
found secret known only to himself and 
the nose makers, The of the 
operation depends entirely on the pre 

servation and careful dissection of this 
secret vein. The next step was to turn 
up the flap with the secret vein a partic- 
ular way over the tubes. This being ac 
ished, the other parts of the nose 
are jeuved and fastened to it with silk lig- 
ature, and the whole thing is brought to

Solidifying Petroleum Fuel. 

Experiments are still being made under 
the direction of the Russian government, 
with the view of finding a process, at 
once practicable as well as desirable on 
the score of economy and cleanliness, of 

| solidifying the petroleum used as fuel. 
| According to the report made by Dr. 
Kauffmann, who has had the principal 
charge of these experiments, a successful 
| method of accomplishing the desired re- 
sults consists simply in heating the oil 
and afterward adding from 1 to 
per cent, of soap. The latter dissolves 
in the oil, and the liquid on cooling forms 
a mass having the appearance of cement 
and the hardness of compact tallow. The 
| product is hard to light, burnsslowly and 
| without smoke, but develops much heat, 
} and leaves about 2 per cent, of a hard, 

black residuum.—New York Sun,

SIGNS OF CHARACTER:

“Ten years ago,"’ said a manufactur- 
ing jeweler, “there was but one diamond 
cutter in the city. When he got sick 
there was nobody to cut a diamond. 
Now there are plenty of cutters, and 
they use improved machinery, by the 
use of which they can cut diamonds bet 
ter and more cheaply that it can be done 
anywhere in the world, Our diamond 
cutters can take many imported stones 
and add 25 per cent. to their value by 
improved cutting, The obvious inerease 
in the number of diamonds worn has 
compelled the education of workmen to 
meet the demand. 

‘Another thing has been done, 

is an invention of the American 
facturer, and consists of the 
of machinery to diamond setting. The 
old time workman would have consid 
ered with horror the idea of putting any 
thing but hand work on a piece of dia- 
mond jewelry. Everything about it had 
to be done by slow and laborious hand 
work, But ashrewd workman got the 
idea that a good deal of the setting of a 
diamond may be done quite as well by 
machinery as by hand, and a good deal 
quicker and more cheaply. The fact is 
that where many diamonds are set they 
themselves into sizes about as 
regular as the sizes of any other com 
modity. It is easy enough to prepare 
settings to suit any size of diamonds that 
are sold in the market. 

“Tt may seem a trifling thing to esti- 
mate the cost of a setting—or at least the

get the cost of manufacturing even dia- 
mond jewelry down to the lowest rate.

THE GIANT BANYAN, 


Deseription of the Rig Tree of Cateutta’s 
Rotantcal Garden. 

But the great ‘sight’ of 
unquestionably splendid Botanical 
garden, on the further shore of the 
Hooghly, and the giant banyan tree 
which stands in the midst of its palms 
and bamboos like a king amid his cour 
tiers. Itis true that the five mile drive 
thither across the Canning bridge and 
through the endless bazars of Howrah 
(the Brooklyn of Caleutta) is anything 
but an easy enterprise to achieve satis 
factorily. If you start in the morning 
the whole journey there and back is one 
long martyrdom toa heat and dust and 
glare which only those who have been 
in India can fully appreciate. If you 
start in the evening you arrive just in 
time to see the whole garden vanish from 
your eyes into the deepening darkness of 
night, and have to console yourself per- 
force with the time honored joke, There 
was nothing to be seen, and I saw it 
thoroughly."’ The latter result attended 
the first effort which we ourselves made 
to reach the renowned banyan, and tie 
bazar happening to be unusually full 
that night, our homeward drive through 
itin the dark, with an accompaniment 
of shouting and whip eracking worthy 
of a royal ‘‘progress,’’ vividly recalled 
Sir George Trevelyan’a famous definition 
of “hi!l’’ as “a monosyllable used by 
cabmen and omnibus drivers | prepare atory 
to running over deaf people.’ 

But such a spectacle as the monster 
tree of Culcutta is well worth a double 
journey, and our second attempt was 
more fortunate than our first. Starting 
from our hotel at 4 p. m., we reached the 
garden a little before 5, and had already 
driven more than half way across it when 
our “gharri’ (carriage) halted suddenly 
at the entrance of a long, straight 
avenue flanked by two ranges of lofty 
trees, and our Bengal driver, pointing to 
the far end of it with his lean, brown 
forefinger, said impressively, ‘Dekho, 
burrah gach wahan hai’’ (look, there is 
the big tree). 

We followed the pointing finger with 
our eyes, but saw nothing except a thick 
grove of small trees, in which the path 
seemed to lose itself, and this was all we 
could make out till we got within about 
100 yards of it. Then, to our amaze- 
ment, we found that the supposed grove 
was all one giant tree, and that its count- 
lees trunks were nothing more than the 
shoots which it had sent down into the 
earth from each of its mighty boughs, 
take root there and spring up again till 
the whole plantation was covered, After 
yards beneath one huge 
bough, and noting that this giant was 
only one among scores—some of which, 
although so vastand ponderous as to need 
supports of solid brickwork, seem mere 
twigs compared with the enormous mass 
of the parent stem—I began to have a 
clearer idea of the real size of this vege 
table Goliath than I could ever have 
gained from the inscription attached to 
one of its largest branches stating that 
the girth of its trunk is 42 feet, that the 
circumference of its crown is 850, and 
that it has sent down into the earth 252 
‘aerial roots.” 

The same inscription tells you that the 
tree is more than 100 years old. When 
it was first planted Warren Hastings 
was turning his face homeward to figure 
in the greatest political trial which Eng 
land had seen Cromwell and his 
grim comrades sat in judj gment upon 
Charles Stuart.'’

Killing a Pear 
Deer Hunt 


Indian Superstition —A 
A Night Camp. 


After tracking two days me companion 
and myself secured two natives as guid 
and, leaving the river t off for the 

i;ountains, At the end of the first day's 
tramp we sighted a black bear feeding 
upon berries about a mile distant We 
were both so exhausted from our tiresome 
walk across the tundra that we concluded 
to send one of the guides after the bear, 
The Indian first seated himself and ex 
amined his rifle, selecting three cartridge 
and placing them in the gun Ile then 
pulled a few hairs from his clothing, which 
he threw in the air to ascertain the diree- 
| tion of the wind, and then started so as 
| to come up to leeward of the bear, We 
kept careful watch through a glass, and 
aw him on hands and knees work slowly 
toward the animal, When within 150 
yards he fired two shots The bear 
jumped and fell almost in his tracks 
| There are probably no more super 
| stitious people in the world than the 
northern Alaska Indians. Every action 
| of their daily life is governed by some 
| belief handed down from father to son, 
| or originated by the shaman, the Indian 
| doctor, who holds great sway over them 
The ceremonies attending the killing of 
the bear will illustrate, Bruin was first 
placed upon his back with the head 
toward the mountains. The head was 
then skinned, severed from the body and 


taken by of the natives, who, plac- 
ing himself astride of the dead animal, 
raised and lowered the head three times, 
touching the bear just over the heart 
each time and muttering some incanta- 
tion. The third time he threw it from 
him, uttering a loud shout in which the 
other natives joined, This was done to 


one 


drive the bear's spirit to the mountains 
so that it would cause them no future 
| trouble. A part of the dead animal had 
lto be left on the spot where he was 
killed, or the hunters would get no deer 
that season. A camp was made at the 
place, and after the head had been 


roasted and picked clean it was placed in 
the top of a bigh tree, but for what pur- 
pose they would not tell. The skin was 
stretched flat upon the tundra—fur side 


down, The portion of the bear not con 


sumed was placed ina tree and a rade 
| scarecrow made to keep away birds. 
The following winter the skin and meat 
were sleds ged for and found in good con- 


dition. 

A deer hunt which we witnessed was 
so different from our previous 
tions that I think it worthy a description. 
| Upon this occasion, while sleighing with 
aparty of Indians, a herd of deer was 
sighted. The natives took their rifles 
and started, going in one direction 
and some in another, but all keeping to 
leeward of the deer. Those who went 
directly toward the herd waited until the

others had got partly around before start 
ing. The first shot was the signal, 
whereupon all hands rushed toward the 
frightened animals, who separated and 
plunged blindly in every direction The 
Indians shouted, making all the noise 
possible. the fleeing animals in their fear 
mistaking Indians for deer and rushing 
on until a shot showed them their error, 
when they would turn and flee as blindly 
as before Even after the first fright 
they circled around the danger, trying to 
get together, and in this way many more 
were killed. As much meat as could be 
carried was loaded upon the sled, whil 
| the remainder was cached in the snow 
sledged for at some future time. 
After a hard day's march, a camp was 
estblished, it being then too durk to 
travel, The dogs are first unharnessed, 
and chained separately to bushes to pr 
vent fighting After an hour's rest t 
are fed upon dried fish, this bein 
only meal they receive in twenty-fou 
hours. They are given all they can eat 
junless the supply is short, and in such 
eases their endurance is wonderful, a 
small piece of fish once a day suflicing a 


dog and enabling him to work for a couple 
of A great many 


weeks 


facts could be given illustrating the sa 
gacity and endurance of these animals, 
As a rule they have no affection. They 
recognize the person who feeds ther 
their master, but they obey only thi 
fear, They are more than half wolf, as 
all young wolves canght are raised ar 
used as dogs. In every team there is 
generally one dr who constitutes him 
relf master. He is naturally one of the 
} most powerful of the number, and the 
| others seem to recognize his supremacy. 
1 This dog, upon seeing any one of the 
others habitually shirking while the rest 
are pulling, will attempt to reach and 
punish him, and if it is impossible to do 
o while in harness, will deliberately go 
to him when the day’s sledging is fin 
ished and administer tne deserved cha 
tisement 
In establishing a night camp when in 
a wooded country, the mx sheltered 
spot is selected and a pit is dug in the 
snow about fifteen feet in diameter and 
t foot deep, The bottom is then stamped 
down to make a hard floor.

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MAINE HEARD FROM. 

The Republicans won a glorious victory 
at the baliot-box in Maine last Monday 
The vote was the largest ever polled in 
the State, and the Republican majority 
was an old war-time one, It was on prin- 
ciple too. There was not the smell of a 
personal issue in the canvas, although 
the Democrats tried hard to ring Blaine 
in as one: it was simply Protection to 
American industries and labor against 
Free Trade, and Protection achieved a 
brilliant success: it come out ahead “by 
a large majority.” 

The plurality for the Republiean candi 
date for Governor was nearly up to that 
for Blaine in 188), -* ich was a remark 
able thing. In 1884 the Republicans made 


almost superhuman efforts to swell 
Blaine’s vote. On the other hand, the 
Democrats fought a weak and lifeless 


campaign, manifesting but little interest 
in the result. Not so this year: the one 
just closed in a signal defeat was the 
strongest catvass they ever made in the 
State. Money was poured into the hands 
of the Democratic State Committee by 
the barrel—especially so in Tom Reed's 
Distriet—the First—and tremendous work 
was done. In spite of all which the Re- 
publican plurality is between 19,000 and 
20,000 while in 1884 it did net reach quite 
20,000, 

It was a splendid Republican triumph 

better than even the most sanguine 
members of the party dreamed of gain 
ing. 

With the result in Oregon, Vermont 
and Maine before him it would not be 
surprising if Cleveland should feel alittle 
shaky in his boots.
